Accepted Sadler's 
Resignation Yet 


AUSTIN, June 
4.—(/Ft— ShoiUy 


after Governor Coke Stevenson an- 
nounced today he had not accepted 
the rcglsnation of Jerry Sadler as 
a member of the state 
railroad 


commission, Sadler Issued a state- 
ment saying, in part: 


"I am declaring this office va- 


cant because I have been accepted 
by the United States army..." 


Sadler asserted Stevenson had 
agreed to accept his 
resignation 


and to appoint James E. Kllday In 
his place. 


"I have been ordered to report 


to active duty In the army June 17" 
he continued, "and my office be- 
comes Ipso facto vacant when I 
take the army oath, according to 
the supremo court's decision. 


"Tho same interests which I 


fought In Washington...Now ob- 
ject to the successor whom I have 
suggested being appointed to of- 
fice. They know that Jim Kllday 
will keep waging the war which I 
started against them, and that he 
will do everything within his pow- 
er to protect the lives' of the boys 
who are now fighting In the uni- 
form of our country." 


The governor made his announce- 


ment following a conference with 
Sadler and Railroad Commissioner 
Olln Culhorfion. 


He declined to elaborate on the 


announcement. 


The, legal effect of the governor's 


decision was not immediately ap- 
parent. 


One view was that there was 


no vacancy in, the office 
which 


Sadler had resigned in order to 
enter the U. S. Army as a lieuten- 
ant. 


Sadler announced Tuesday that 


he had resigned, effective as of 
4 p. m. Monday.
